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New train

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night approved 
an MBTA project that could bring a 
new train station with a 270-space 
parking lot to Wilmington Center. 

MBTA Project Coordinator Ron 
Morgan presented a conceptual 
design sketch, outlined the T's 
intentions and answered questions 
from the board. Morgan and the T 
were looking for a vote of 
confidence in the project before 
moving on to the next step: the 
friendly taking of the businesses on 
Main Street, from Big: Joe's - 
located at the intersection of routes 
38 and 62 - to the VFW Hall and All 
Breed Grooming, across from 
MassBank. 

The T got the vote they were 
looking for, but it only went 3-2, 
with Selectmen Robert Cain and 
Michael McCoy voting against the 
project. 

Cain was clear in his opposition to 
building a facility that could attract 
many more than 270 cars to what he 
called the busiest intersection in 
town. Cain said a new parking 
facility would exacerbate traffic 
problems in the area by attracting 
the additional commuters, mainly at 
peak traffic times, and many of 
whom, he argued, would come 
from outside Wilmington. 

"I do not think that a parking lot in 
the center of town, especially one of 
this size, at the busiest intersection 
in town, is appropriate for Wil- 
mington," Cain said. 

But Cain was out-opined on the 
board and in the audience. 

Chairman Diane Allan stated "I 
don't anticipate us drawing from 
some of these other communities,” 
while Selectman Jim Rooney added 
"This is, in my opinion, a golden 
opportunity. This will finally dress 
up our Wilmington Center.” 

For his part, McCoy said he did 


not necessarily oppose the station, 
but wanted a formal public hearing 
to gain residential input into the 
project before the board endorsed 
it, McCoy suggested the board hold 
such a hearing at its Nov. 13 
meeting. 

But Allan said she thought it was 
premature to hold a public hearing, 
suggesting that until the center 
business owners support the project, 
there is no project and no need for 
public input. 

"If we don't have support from the 
local businesses and we don't enter 
into negotiations, then this project 
goes nowhere," Allan said. 

The businesses are indeed the key. 
It has been stated from the begin- 
ning that there will only be friendly 
takings of Main Street businesses 
MBTA Senior Right of Way Agent 
Bob LaVita said Monday that the 
T's next step is to do appraisals of 
each lot and then speak to the 
property owners. 

LaVita said a determination of 
value for each business will be made 
by independent appraisers looking 
at four criteria: income, area, sales 
approach and cost approach. After 
initial values are determined, that 
information will be sent to an 
review appraiser independent of the 
first appraisers and the T. The 
review appraiser will forward a 
final report to the MBTA, which 
will then initiate negowations. 

Morgan said the T has had no 
formal contact with business 
owners, but those present, including 
Rocky Yentile, who owns the 
building next to Big Joe's, has been 
vocal in his support of the takings. 
Yentile is upset over the separate 
project being undertaken by the 
MassHighway Dept. to widen the 
38-62 intersection, a project that 
would involve the taking of some of 
Yentile's frontage. He said he 
favors the MBTA project because 


the T is willing to negotiate. 

VFW Post 2072 Commander Ed 
Williams said he favors the project 
as a way to improve the center and 
mass Uansit. 

"I'm going to lose a club,” 
Williams said. “Suill, I'd be in favor 
of seeing it." 

But all the businesses will have to 
take that stance and react at least 
somewhat favorably to MBTA 
proposals, 

"If we're miles apart, there's no 
project," LaVita said. 

Morgan would not comment on 
how much the T expected to pay for 
the land or to construct the facility 
if the land were acquired. But one 
thing was made clear in regards to 
finances: the state will pick up the 
tab 

Rep. James Miceli said he would 
begin immediately to try and locate 
the state funding, first by checking 
the MBTA available budget and 
then looking into legislation to gain 
additional funds, if needed. While 
Miceli was confident that the money 
would be available in some form, he 
stressed that the friendly land 
takings provided the first hurdle 

“We're going to work on the fund- 
ing, but first we have to negotiate 
with the property owners." 

Morgan could also offer no 
timeframe for when the property 
acquisition phase would be comple- 
ted or when construction might be- 
gin. 

If built, the parking lot will be 
maintained by the town. Commu- 
ters would be charged $1 per day to 
park, with an "honor system,” in 
place. Boxes would be set out for 
each space, with parkers obligated 
to put in a buck for a day's parking. 
The “honor" part, however, would 
be enforced by checks on boxes and 
$15 citations issued to not so "hon- 
orable" lot patrons.

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Searching for

Any town as old as Tewksbury 
(incorporated in 1734) must have a 
lot of history behind it. Tewksbury 
certainly has history. 

Tewksbury sent her sons to fight 
at Concord and Lexington, and the 
Town Seal still includes the scene of 
a rider spreading the word that the 
British were marching. 

If the stones could speak, parts of 
Tewksbury would have many tales 
to tell. For example, King George 
of England made a "royal grant” of 
land to a family that still owns the 
riverside property to this day -- the 
Trull family. The land making up 
the Trull Brook Golf Course was a 
gift to the Trulls from the King, in 
the days when Tewksbury was full 
of the King's loyal subjects. 

There are tales of adventure and 
treachery, of terrible fires and of 
floods and flowers. Tewksbury has 
a long, colorful past. 

But unless someone takes pains to 
save it, that history could be lost. 

The buildings where subjects of 
the King plotted their freedom will 
fall to rack and ruin unless someone 
saves and preserves them, The old 
books and old pictures -- all lost. 

Luckily, there are people trying 
to preserve and protect the historic 
resources of the town. They are 
made up of two groups, similar but 
slightly different in scope and in 
function, 

The Tewksbury Historical Com- 
mission is a seven-member official 
board appointed by the Tewksbury 
Board of Selectmen. James "Jay" 
Gaffney chairs the Commission. 

When the Commission holds its 
monthly meetings, however, their 
gathering is held jointly with that of 
the bigger, less-restrictive Tewks- 
bury Historical Society, which was 
formed in 1993. 

Beverly Bennett, the president of 
the Historical Society, said her 
group is seeking more members. 
An interest in the town's past is the 
only requirement for joining (plus 
a small annual membership fee) and 
the Society has several projects in 
the works that need help. 

Tewksbury Historical Society is 
seeking a place to call home. Most 
local towns have Historical Society 
buildings, which serve as museums

past 


of the town's past. Tewksbury has 
nothing of the sort. The Society was 
offered the Pike House a few years 
ago, but the group didn't have the 
funds to move the former home of 
Town Clerk Alice Pike. The old 
Pike House is now home to "Maggie 
McKeever's" restaurant and pub. 

Finding a home is one of the long- 
range projects. within the Society, 
Bennett said, but there is more than 
enough work to keep people busy. 

The Society is compiling an audio 
history of Tewksbury's war efforts 
in World War II. Interviews with 
military members have been taped, 
and the Society is getting ready for 
a broader set of interviews of those 
who stayed behind. Any ideas? 

Atone time, Tewksbury was the 
Carnation Capital of the World, but 
the greenhouses that were once full 
of flowers are nearly gone now. A 
history of the carnation industry is 
one of the Society's projects, Could 
you compile such a work? 

The histories of the churches and 
schools in Tewksbury, a listing of 
the historic buildings still standing, 
a study of the Native Americans 
and their interactions with English 
settlers, all are on the Society's list 
of projects, and all projects are in 
need of volunteers. 

Tewksbury Historical Society is 
interested in hearing from you. 

A membership drive is currently 
underway by the Historical Society 
and all are welcome. Membership 
is $5 for junior members; $15 for 
adults; $25 for families; $50 for a 
Sustaining Member; $100 makes 
one a Corporate Member; and $500 
brings Life Member status. 

Meetings of both the Society and 
the Commission are held the third 
Thursday of every month in the 
conference room of the Patten lib- 
rary, The next meeting will be held 
October 19, at 7 p.m.

Memories of WWII 


Aboard the GQ Johnny 


by Lloyd ‘Huber 

edited by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Lloyd Huber, just over 70 years 
old, has quite a tale to tell of his 
naval service in World War II, as a 


crew member of the USS Johnston, 


DDS76. 

Lloyd lives at 5 Woodland Drive, 
in Wilmington. He served in the 
United States Navy, in the Pacific, 
during World War II, finishing his 
tour of duty as an Electrician First 
Class. Lloyd saw plenty of action. 

He was sent to Seattle, Washington 
to join the destroyer USS Johnston 
in July 1943, before that vessel had 
been completed. The Johnston was 
commissioned on 27 October 1943. 
The Commanding Officer was 
Captain Ernest Edwin Evans, USN. 

Captain Evans gave a short speech, 
after the ceremony of commis- 
sioning. "We will go in harm's way" 
he promised, "and anyone who 
doesn't want to go along had better 
get off, right now!" 

Their first military action was at 
the Marshall Islands, a little more 
than three months later. An airplane 
carrier was one of the invading 
vessels, and planes from that vessel 
bombarded the Japanese for five 
days. The Johnston and other 
destroyers were close to the beach, 
giving fire support to the US 
Marines on shore. 

One military action followed 
another. The Johnston, on July 21, 
1944 was bombarding Guam, and 
stray bullets from the Japanese 
forces kept coming over the vessel 
The next morning the crew was able 
to see Marine clothing and white 
socks, worn by the "Leathernecks" 
the day before 

The action continued, When not 
bombarding shore lines the 
Johnston was escorting other 
vessels. On October 12, 1944 the 
Johnston escorted other vessels to 
the Philippines. With other 
destroyers, the Johnston was part of 
the "defense" of six small aircraft 
carriers, sweeping the enemy off 
the beaches and airfields. 

The Johnston was in direct support 
of the U.S. Army when it landed at 
Leyte, from 20 October to 25 
October 1944. That will be 
remembered by some readers as the 
time that General 
returned to the Philippines 

The crew of the Johnston by this 
time had a nickname for its vessel - 
the "GQ Johnny," for she seemed to 


be at General Quarters (action 


stations) all of the time. 

Admiral Kinkaid’ had a force of 
six battleships, 
escort carriers and 85 destroyers 
southerly of the Philippines, waiting 


for the southern Japanese force to 


show up. That left the Johnston as 


part of a protecting force of 


destroyers and destroyer escorts 
protecting six jeep (small) carriers 
off the San Bernadino Strait, in the 
evening of the 24th of October, 
1944, 

The next morning, a USN patrol 
pilot reported that the “whole 
damn" Japanese fleet was steaming 
down the San Bernardino Strait. It 
was true 

Four battleships, the Yamoto, the 
Nagato, the Kongo and the Haruna, 
with seven crui ind at least nine 
destroyers were "coming right at 
us." 

They had been retreating, and had 
reversed their courses, maneuver- 
ing in an extremely hazardous pas-

sage through the San Bernadino 
Strait, coming in "on attack." 

That big Japanese task force, for 
the first 20 minutes, held the US 
ships almost helplessly at bay 
Luckily, up to this point, the 
Japanese marksmanship was not 
very good 

By 7 p.m. the six "baby flat tops," 
which had been supporting the US 
troops on the beachhead, launched 
what available planes they had for 
defense, "GQ Johnny" was out in 
front. The Johnston was zig-zagging 
back and forth. She was the only US 
vessel between the American ships 
and the enemy. But, at 7:15 a.m., 
GQ Johnny had closed up and was 
away out in front 

GQ Johnny opened fire on the 
nearest cruiser and scored a number 
of hits. The enemy destroyers were 
to starboard and the cruisers and 
battleships were to port. The nearest 
US supporting units were 30 miles 
away. 

"We felt like David without a 
slingshot" says Lloyd. "The big Jap 
task force was all ours: 

"While going to my battle station, 
which was in the After Steering 
Room, shells from the enemy were 
exploding all around our ship. 

"Capt. Evans gave orders - Attack 
the major portion of the Japanese 
fleet. All engines ahead flank 


(speed)! Shells from the enemy 
were exploding all around our 
ship.” 

Under orders from Capt. Evans, 
the Johnston was making smoke and 
in less than 60 seconds it was 
zig-zagging between the U.S 
carriers and the Japanese fleet 

We were the first to make smoke, 
the first to start firing and the first 
to launch a torpedo attack. The 
Japanese were lobbing shells at us 
The USS Johnston began to zig-zag

between the splashes. The Japanese 
were using shells with colored dye 
so that they could tell by the color 
where the shells landed. 

At 7:15 a.m. our six baby flat tops 
had launched all available planes 
they had for the attack. The carrier 
formation turned to the southwes. 
terly away from. the 
Japanese. We were also in range 
with the enemy destroyers. They 
were to starboard. The cruisers and 
battleships were in echelon on our 
port, in a position where they could 
fire forward guns at us without 
shooting one another 

The Yamoto, a 40,000 tonner, had 
14 and 16 inch guns. The cruisers 
had six and eight inch guns 
Between the cruisers and the 
destroyers they must have had at 
least 120 five inch guns to our five, 
five inch guns. 

They should have sunk us 
immediately. Their shells began 
straddling us and the Captain 
realized he wouldn't live long at that 
rate. He decided to attack. At 7:15 
a.m, we started bearing in a straight 
line for the nearest cruiser, a 12,000 
tonner of the Tone class 

The Japanese cruiser fired at us 
One eight inch shell landed in the 
water right off our bow and 
splashed red dye all over. During 
the five minutes in which we bore in 
for that torpedo attack, no less than 
four of the big ships were shooting 
at us, al any given moment. Still 
they did not hit us 

In those five minutes we fired 
more than 200 rounds and scored at 
least four hits, inflicting serious 
damage 

Captain Evans ordered us to fire 
torpedoes. We let go with all 10 
“fish.” Then we shipped around and 


course 


began retiring behind a heavy 
smoke screen. The torpedoes ran 
hot, straight, and normal a 


torpedoeman's dream. Two heavy 
underwater explosions were heard 
Seconds later a third and fainter 
explosion was heard. We believed 
we scored two hits on the cruiser, 
and that the third explosion was 
possibly a hit on one of the 
battleships. When we came out of 
our smoke, 60 seconds later, the 
leading cruiser was burning 
furiously. She later sank 

At 7:30 a.m. we were hit by three 
14 inch shells from a battleship, 
followed closely by three six inch 
shells from a light cruiser which hit 
us. We lost power to the Steering 
Engine Room, and the five inch 
guns in the after part of the ship and 
rendered our gyro compass useless 
and our radar, “whirling bed- 
spring!" came tumbling down - 
snapped cleanly from the mast by 
the shock of the explosion. 

I was below decks in the After 
Steering Room. The After Steering 
Room was the size of an oversized 
bathroom. It was like a tire blow out 
in a car doing 100 miles an hour. 
The USS Johnston bobbed up and 
down in the water - furiously. The 
thunderous noise from the explo- 
sion of the enemy shells echoed 
through the ship as did all the other 
hits we took during the three hour 
battle

Clean up now for healthy plants next spring 


avery allergy sufferer knows that 
spring and summer are pollen 
séasons, but fall is the season for 
mold. Many of the same mold 
spores (fungus seeds, if you will) 
that attack our sinuses and watering 
eyes are also the most common 
cause of diseases in plants here in 
moist New England. 

Just like animals, plants are 
susceptible to diseases. Viruses, 
bacterial and fungal infections can 
devastate your tomato crop or kill 
that special dogwood tree that your 
kids gave you for Mother's Day. 
Planting disease resistant varieties 
and good garden clean-up habits are 
the best preventatives for plant 
diseases. 

iruses and bacterial diseases are 
most commonly spread by contact 
such as insect contact (aphids, thrips 
apd mites are notorious), 
contaminated garden tools and 
through the soil. Fungus, on the 
other hand, is most often 
transmitted by wind og by: the splash 
of water droplets up frort 
contaminated material on the 
surface of the ground. Good 
glean-up up practices now, while the 
plants are dying and contaminated 
leaves are falling, offers you the 
st opportunity to control these 
decases in your garden, 

\Fungal diseases most often appear 
on leaves as leaf spots. For example: 
black spot on rose leaves, red spots 
on maple leaves (rust), dark spots 
on apple leaves & fruit (scab). 
Other forms of fungal discase 
appear as mold growth including 
powdery mildew on phlox and bee

balm leaves and gray mold 
(botrytis) on strawberries. Here are 
some tips to keep next year's mold 
crop at bay. 

1) Keep all plants that are 
obviously diseased separate when 
removing plants from the garden. 
Perhaps you could keep a separate, 
long term, compost pile for diseased 
plants; especially since most home 
compost piles don't get hot enough 
to kill off viruses or fungal spores. 

2) Remove all leaf litter from the 
ground and cut back perennials to 
just 3 to 4 inches high above the 
plant's crown. 

3) Rake, rake, rake.. .try and get 
even the last oak Icaves out of the 
garden later In the fall. 

4) Turn the soil over in vegetable 
and flower beds. Good soil aeration 
helps control disease and improves 
growth, 

5) Prune away any diseased or 
dead branches on woody shrubs and 
trees. Dead or rotting wood harbors 
fungus better than almost anything 
‘else. Remember to clean your 
pruning tools with alcohol or 10% 
bleach solution between cach cut. 
(Think of yourself as a surgeon!) 


6) Check the soil pH. Many fungi 
prefer our acid soils. In general, the 
optimum pH for general garden soil 
is a slightly acidic pH 6.5 to 6.8. 
Our New England soils average 
around a more acidic pH 5.5. But 
beware of over liming. Rapid shifts 
in spoil pH can kill of beneficial 
organisms in the soil» A light 
application of dolominic limestone 
can help to slowly adjust the soil pH.

Free food by the roadside: Wild nuts! 


by Bill Conlon 

I've had more than a few people 
call me “nuts” over the years, but 
I'm not offended. "Bohemian" is 
my choice of words for my mental 
state, but "nuts" is close enough. 

This time of year, it's not unusual 
to see me walking along the side of 
the road, bag in hand, rummaging 
in the underbrush. But it's not five- 
cent cans that I seek -- I'm scooping 
up wild nuts. 

And I hit the jackpot over the past 
weekend. Wow. 

As I drive along, I keep one eye 
glued on the side of the road in a 
constant search for green "apples." 
The green tennis-ball-sized lumps 
aren't apples at all -- they're wild 
nuts in their husks. Find one and 
search for the tree, and in no time 
you have a bag full. I know of a few 
nut trees in this area, but I'm not 
about to give away their locations. 
Sorry. 

There are three important wild 
nuts in this area: 

Hickory nuts -- also called "pig 
nuts” -- are the size of a quarter, 
with a husk that pecls away in four 
sections. The squirrels love hickory 
nuts, but they're too small and too 
short of meat to justify the work it 
takers to crack them open. I leave 
them for the squirrels, in the hopes 
that one or two will be forgotten 
over the winter, and in spring we'll 
see more hickory trees. 

Squirrels and nut trees have quite 
the symbotic relationship. The trees 


give up nuts and nesting sites for 
the squirrels, and in exchange the 
squirrels plant more nut trees, Not 
a bad system at all. 

Butternuts are another important 
wild nut in this area. Their husks 
are egg-shaped, and the nuts have 
deep ridges with a point on one end. 
Butternuts are delicious, but it takes 
more than your trusty nutcracker 
to get to the tasty part. I use a ball 
peen hammer and a flat rock. 

The third big nut in this area is 
the black walnut. Prior to this year 
I'd found exactly one (i.e. singular) 
black walnut tree, in the traffic 
circle of the North Street School in 
Tewksbury. Black walnuts come in 
nearly-spherical green husks, and 
the nut is rounded as well, with 
shallower grooves than butternuts. 
These aren't the traditional walnuts 
that you see at Thanksgiving, which 
are "English" walnuts These are 
the locals, and a hammmer is most 
assuredly needed. 

Earlier this season I was delighted 
to find a second black walnut tree, 
on the road to my mother's house in 
East Dracut. I scooped up a dozen 
or so walnuts lying on the side of 
the road, and I was happy. Not a 
king's ransom in nuts, but at least 
I'd found a second source. 

Then, this past weekend, I hit the 
jackpot. On a different street in 
Dracut, I spotted a couple of nuts in 
their green husks lying on the road, 
and found they were black walnuts 
instead of butternuts. Great! But as 


I was gathering up the nuts and 
tossing them into a bag, I glanced 
up'and saw that both sides of the 
street were lined with nut husks. 
Hundreds of walnuts, tons of them, 
ready to go! I filled the two bags I 
lad with me and went to find some 
boxes. Jackpot! If I can gather up 
100 pounds, I'll try for 200. Why 
let them go to waste? 

The next morning, the bed of the 
truck became a squirrel's bazaar, a 
marketplace of fuzzy little pirates. 
The parking lot was covered with 
husks and the walnuts were flying 
out of the truck! Luckily I had the 
back window of the truck closed, or 
else I might've found an unwanted 
hitchhiker on my way to work the 
next morning. 

My only question is -- how did the 
little fuzz-balls know there would 
be walnuts inside the soggy, green 
husks? I don't recall ever seeing a 
black walnut in my neighborhood, 
so how did they know? Could they 
smell the nut inside the husk? I'll 
chalk that one up as a mystery. 

There is a fourth nut in this area, 
wild hazel nuts, but I don't think 
they're significant. Hazel nuts look 
like a small version of the Filbert. 
(They should: they're cousins.) But 
hazel nuts are small, buggy and if 
you get any after the squirrels have 
been there, you're lucky indeed. 

The worst part of butternuts and 
black walnuts is the husk. The outer 
coating of the nut as it falls from

It's hard to imagine what the Wil- 
mington High School girls varsity 
soccer season would have been like 
had goaltender Elaine Bruno put 
into action some of her preseason 
thoughts. 

It's also hard to imagine what the 
season would have been like had 
Bruno not volunteered to become 
the junior varsity goalie three 
years ago. 

Varsity head coach Sue Hendee 
said the season would have been 
very different had Bruno not been 
on the team.

After dropping their first four 
games of the season, the WHS 
varsity football team has rebounded

In their first two wins, Billy 
Harrison and Rich Gillis were the 
heroes. In Wilmington's 39-27 win 
at the Lynnfield Middle School on 
Saturday throughout the cold, 
windy and at times torential down 
pores, Wilmington entered a third 
hero into their picture: junior full- 
back/linebacker Sean Kerrigan. 

But, it wasn't just the usual names 
of Kerrigan, Harrison and Rich 
Gillis who did all the work for the 
win. It was the entire team. Jamie 
Campbell had a monster game 
defensively as did co-captains Pat 
Finn and Tom Burke. Quarterback 
Tim Gillis didn't have his best 
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game, but he got the job done when 
the team needed him to. 

Going back to Kerrigan, he was 
the biggest reason why the team will 
be looking to even out their record 
this Saturday. He was Mr. 
Everything in this game. And as 
head coach Gerry Sullivan describes 
him, "a player who is starting to 
become unstoppable.” 

Kerrigan finished second on the 
team for the game in rushing yards 
to Harrison's 144-yard perfor- 
mance with 121 of his own on just 
12 carries. He also gained 10 yards 
on a reception, while averaging 34 
yards on his eight punts. On top of 
all that, he was by far Wilmington's 
top defender. 

Wilmington has surely taken 
several giant leaps and bounds the 
past few weeks. It seems they have 
gotten through their early offensive 
problems as well as the second half 
destruction thing. They also have 
covered up a few holes defensively, 
as Kerrigan and the crew have held 
their opponents to just 105 yards 
combined on the ground the past 
two games, 

This match-up against Lynnfield 
was probably the best football game 
of the season from the stands, It was 
exciting. Sullivan summed it up this 
way, "It wasn't a pretty win, but we 
got the job done. I'm extremely 
proud of the kids today. They 
showed a lot - they never quit." 

Lynnfield came into the game with 
a 1-4 record. Just seconds after the 
starting kick-off, the entire game 
had off and on rain, which in turn 
made the field very muddy and at 
times restricted several running 
moves by both squads. Other than 
the weather, the game itself was a 
winner. 

Wilmington scored on their 
opening series. Harrison set up the 
first score with a 30-yard kick 
return which brought the ball to the 
Wilmington 35. Harrison and 
Kerrigan gained 24 yards on six 
plays including a S-yard penalty to 
the Cats, to have first-and-ten from 
the Lynnfield 41. 

Like last week and undoubtedly 


many weeks in the Gillis backyard, 
the two Gillis brothers hooked up 
with another monster completion of 
41 yards down the right side of the 
field for the 6-0 lead. Rich Gillis 
caught the ball around the 25-yard 
line and he simply out sprinted his 
defender into the end zone for the 
early six. 

Kerrigan missed the kick after 
another flag on the extra point 
attempt brought the ball back to the 
eight yard line. 

Wilmington's lead held for a total 
of 13 seconds. 

Kerrigan kicked-off from the 40 
to the Lynnfield 15, where running 
back Shawn Egerton took the ball 
and ran with what seemed like 
lightening speed through the middle 
and he was gone like a deer in the 
woods. An 85-yard return and he 
added a PAT to have his team go up 
7-6 with just about five minutes left 
in the first quarter. 

Wilmington then took over at 
their own 35 after a heads-up play 
by Brian Carroll, who smothered 
the squibbler kick. After four plays 
of gains of 7, 6, 2 and 10 yards, Tim 
Gillis threw one of his three 
interceptions of the day to stop the 
series.

Harrison was stuffed at the line of 
scrimmage on first down and that 
completed the first quarter. 

Two plays into the second quarter, 
Wilmington took the lead back. 
Harrison took a hand-off on a 
second-and-ten play and went 
darting through the middle. He 
broke many tackles and sprinted 
down the right side of the field and 
into the end zone for a 14-7 lead 
after Tim Gillis ran in the extra 
two. 

After both teams came up empty 
in their next drives, Lynnfield 
started a new drive from their 48. 
After three straight pass plays with 
no gains, Lynnfield was set for a 
fourth down punt. Instead, Egerton 
threw the ball and found Justin 
Haskell wide-open for a 31-yard 
gain and a first down at the 
Wilmington 17-yard line. 

After two plays and a gain of 8 
yards, Haskell caught a 9-yard pass 
from quarterback Jason Caggiano to 
make it 14-13 in favor of the Cats. 
Lynnfield missed the extra point 
kick. 

Lynnfield got the ball back after 
Wilmington fumbled another squib 
kick at the Wilmington 37, Eight 
plays later, after two first downs, 
Lynnfield added another seven 
points on another touchdown pass to 
Haskell, this time for 3 yards and 
the Pioneers took a 20-14 lead with 
less than a minute left to play in the 
first half. 

The Wildcats did have a last 
minute surge, but Caggiano inter- 
cepted a Gillis pass at the Lynnfield 
10-yard line on a first-and-ten play. 

Into the locker room Wilmington 


went, trailing by a touchdown, But, 
not for long... This time it was two 
touchdowns they were down just 13 
seconds after Sullivan and his 
shortened staff probably reminded 
the players of the second half 
disaster and the fact that they were 
still in the game. 

Kerrigan booted the second half 
kick-off to the Pioneer 30-yard line 
and once again the Wilmington 
special teams were victimized. Cag- 
giano caught the punt and off he 
went for a 70-yard return to tack on 
to what was a very impressive punt 
return day for Lynnfield - 201 
yards, 

Wilmington was down 26-14 at 
that point. But, the usual was 
reversed as the team found a way to 
come back and rally. Wilmington 
closed the gap with six points of 
their own on five plays starting 
from their own 34-yard line. 
Kerrigan and Harrison combined on 
the five running plays and Kerrigan 
capped it off with a 35-yarder after

Every year these two girls soccer 
teams match up very well. 

Tewksbury and Wilmington varsi- 
ty girls soccer continued the rivalry 
in a non-league battle at Strong 
Field in Tewksbury this past Friday. 
Both teams had a number.of fans 
witness one of the better games of 
the season played by both squads. 
The outcome: a 1-1 tie with both 
scores coming in the first few 
minutes of the game, 

Tewksbury started the scoring off 
at the 1:39 mark. Kristin Bedard 
booted a right-foot shot on which 
Wilmington goaltender Elaine 
Bruno made the initial save. The 
rebound went to her right side 
where Tewksbury's Kerri Cullity 
was there to tap in her tenth goal of 
the season. 

Wilmington didn't let that lead 
stand for long. Seconds later, 
Nicole Ciaramaglia had the ball at 
about the Tewksbury 45-yard mark 
- about five yards in from mid- 
field. She took the ball and manu- 
evered around a Tewksbury defen- 
der and shot a rocket that kept going 
and going, over Tewksbury star 
goalie Holly Perrin's head to tie the 
game up at one, 

The next five minutes or so, 
Wilmington controlled the play and 
they were really pressing for 
another goal. The right side of Wil- 
mington's players were the ones 
who were dominating the play. 
Forward Reneé Vachon, halfbacks 
Ciaramaglia and Joan DeMarco 
were all passing the ball off to each 
other and controlling the play for 
Wilmington very well. Wilmington 
couldn't get any goals out of the 
dominating play, but they sure 
looked good controlling the flow of 
the game. 

"Joannie has been playing very 
well lately. Against Tewksbury she 
made a few nice supporting runs,” 
said Wilmington head coach Sue 
Hendee. 

During that time Wilmington was 
dominating, Jill Lojek tried to 
repeat Ciaramaglia’s heroics as the 
defender shot a ball also from way 
out, about 30 yards out that Perrin 
saved, bobbled, but recovered. Just 
moments later, Wilmington had 
another break but the shot went 
wide right of Perrin. 

Tewksbury came right back after 
Wilmington was pouring on the 
chances. Both goalies were playing 
one of their strongest games of the 
year, and Bruno continued her fine 
play with a great save on a 
Tewksbury shot from outside where 
she leaped and timed her jump 
perfectly to catch the ball in mid-air 
before it entered the top right hand 
corner. 


The Big Red continued to keep up 
the pressure in the closing minutes 
of the first half, when one shot went 
over the net on a big opportunity, 
while Lorin Previte was robbed by 
Bruno on a diving save to Bruno's 
right, to dampen any chances of 
Tewksbury adding a goal in the 


closing seconds. 

"Wilmington's goalie played 
really well - I thought both goalies 
and both teams played extremely 
well. I wished we could have gotten 
the win, but I'll take the tig," said 
Tewksbury head coach Bob Manzi. 

The first half ended with Bruno 
making nine saves and Perrin 
walking away with four. Both 
teams had their opportunities to 
score and both teams had their share 
of minutes dominating the play. 

“Elaine played super. She made 
some spectacular saves. I would say 
that this game and the first game 
against Pentucket were her two best 
games of the year. She really 
played well," Hendee said. 

The latter-half of the game was the 
real game. Tewksbury started after 
their half-time chat and came out on 
fire. Bruno made an opening 
minute smothering save with many 
Red players around her, to start the 
half off. Moments later, DeMarco 
saved a goal that was just before the 
goal line and she booted the ball out 
to have it returned by a Tewksbury 
player but wide of the net. 

Minutes after that scare for 
Wilmington, their own Kristin 
Flynn made a brilliant rush up the 
left side of the field, but her shot 
missed by inches on the short left 
side. 

The highlight of the game came 
next. Tewksbury's Kristin Bedard 
was streaking down the left side of 
the wing looking for her tenth goal 
of the season. She beat the 
Wilmington defenders and she was 
off on a breakaway. Bruno 
hesistated at first, not sure whether 
or not she should come out, and she 
did, diving on an angle with her 
back making the spectatucular save 
to keep her opponents at bay and 
preserve the tic. DeMarco once 
again saved Wilmington as the 
follow-up to Bruno's save was 
cleared out by DeMarco. 

DeMarco continued her best play 
of the year when she fired a shot 
from the 18 and Perrin made a nice 
running catch. 

The game continued to go back 
and forth with great chances for 
both squads. Wilmington's Lindsay 
Bickford, who Hendee said played 
another fine consistant game, made 
a nice defensive play breaking up an 
oncoming rush to keep Tewksbury's 
chances on the back burner.

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Giant Halloween Parade Sunday in Woburn 


Float honors The Garden’ 


Thousands attend Lions Club event -Parade starts at 00pm. 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


The former Boston Garden 
will live on for a few more 
moments of glory on Sunday 
‘during the Woburn Host Lions 
Club Forty-First Annual 
Halloween Parade along Main 
Street. 

The float has taken the mem- 
bers of the Woburn High School 
LEO Club almost two months to 
build. And if history repeats 
itself the float will not be actual- 
ly finished until the early morn- 
ing hours just before the parade. 

As club secretary Ken 
Neergaard said (during an 
interview two-weeks ago), "We 
have a lot of long nights ahead 
of us." 

The LEO  (Leadership- 
Experience-Opportunity) Club is 
a group sponsored by the 
Woburn Host Lions. The Club 
has 30 members, of which about 
15 have worked their after 
school and weekend hours on 
the float. 

Ironically the scene being 
‘depicted on the float happened 
between 10 and 12 years before 
the students were born. It shows 
Bobby Orr flying through the air 
after scoring the tie breaking 
goal during game four of the 
1970 Stanley Cup finals. This 
became the final game as the 
Bruins swept the series. 

Club officers: Neergaard; Jon 
Prohaska, president; and, Rob 
Farrow, treasurer, described the 
float as having a battery operat- 
ed scoreboard showing the score 
and the time of the goal. It will 
also show the St. Louis Blues 
goalie and a defenseman as 
taken from a picture of the 
scene, 


Other segments will include 
felt replicas of the banners 
hanging from the Garden 
rafters. The banners show the 


retired numbers of the Celtic's 
and Bruins’. Around the bed of 


the float will be hand-painted 
signs from the Ice Capades, 
Ringling Brothers-Barnum and 
Bailey Circus and other events 
that have taken place in the 
Garden. 

Prohaska said that the Club 
was presented with the idea by 
their advisor, Sean Callanan, 
and then set about making their 
plans to recreate the scene. 

Although the work is being 
done in the High School's tech- 
nology shop area, the group had 
to improvise on some things. 

To make a plan of the float, 
they laid out the floor plan using 
the large windows facing the 
outside of the classroom. After 
that came the ideas from the 
club members. 

One of these ideas was to 
have a real person depicting 
Orr. However, this was shot 
down after it was realized that 
they could not build a truss 
strong enough to carry the 
weight of a person, no matter 
how small, during the length of 
the parade. 

With the weight factor in 
mind, it was decided to carve 
the figures out of styrofoam 
blocks. 

The cost of the float started 
to come into play at this point 
as two blocks, measuring two- 
feet by four-feet by eight-feet, 
had to be purchased. These 
were then cut in half, providing 
the club with four pieces for the 
three figures. 

Prohaska said, "The biggest 
problem this year has been 
money. Last year it was time, 
the Lion's Club gave us every- 
thing we needed.” 


The time consumption comes 
from the slow process of using 
an electric sling type tool to do 
the fine cutting on the sculpted 
pieces.The group discovered 
that a blow torch, carefully 
applied to the styrofoam blocks, 
cuts down on the sculpting time

The dump truck and 
trailer for the float have been 
donated by Colucciello 
Construction Company. B&N

truss, scaffolding, lighting and 
dimmers used on the float and 
the generator for the electricity 
is being donated by Paul 
Farrow. 

According to Club Treasurer 
Farrow's calculations, the float 
will cost about $500 to build.

The Burlington Selectmen 
have voted 4-1 to contact 
Billerica as a first step toward 
possible participation in an 
incentive plan to attract busi- 
ness, 

Billerica has been named “an 
economic target area” commu- 
nity and as such, is eligible for a 
state program which uses tax 
breaks at the local and state lev- 
els to promote job increases. 

Under the program, accord- 
ing to the Burlington edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle,” a 
community or group of commu- 
nities meeting one of six criteria 
- dealing mainly with areas like 
job loss, unemployment rate and 
vacant commercial space - can 
be named an ETA. Within the 
ETA, that community can desig- 
nate a section of any size as an 
economic opportunity area. Any 
business locating in that area 
and creating a net increase in

jobs in the Commonwealth 
would receive a local tax break 
(the amount determined by the 
community) and a five percent 
state income tax credit. 

ETA Program Director Karen 
Baptiste recently spoke to the 
Burlington Selectmen along with 
Nick Poleachronis, economic 
consultant to Burlington, 
Woburn, Wilmington, and 
Bedford. Baptiste noted that the 
situation can put pressure on 
local businesses to create jobs 
and become part of the pro- 
gram.

FALL TROUT 
STOCKING UNDERWAY 

The Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife begins 
its fall stocking program during 
the week of September 25th with 
48,000 rainbow and brown trout 
from four state trout hatcheries. 

In all, a total of 11,000 brown 
trout and 37,000 rainbow trout 
will be released. These fish aver- 
age 12 inches or longer and 
weigh between 3/4lb. and 2 Ibs. a 
piece. According to Dr. Ken 


Simmons, Trout Project Leader 
for the Division, "The Trout that 
will be stocked this fall from the 
Division's hatcheries are of 
truly exceptional quality. 

A good number of these trout 
weigh more than one and half 
pounds and are more than 16 
inches long. 

More than 90 lakes and ponds
